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Government by Law— 
or by Edict?

Dominant among the demands of 
men who fought the Revolution was 
the right to a voice in the making 
of laws under which they were 
governed. 


By their victory our fathers won 
that right. Jealously they guarded 
it—in both Federal and State con- 
stitutions. Under the system thus 
established, the enactment of law 
was reserved to men chosen by the 
people and responsive to their will. 
It is the traditional American 
system. 

But there is another type of leg- 
islation — known as Administrative 
Law. It is a system of edicts and 
decrees, handed down by rulers to 
subject populations. In its enact- 
ment the people have no voice. 


That’s one reason why so many 
thoughtful citizens are protesting 
against the flood of edicts pouring 
out of the offices of various boards 
and bureaus at Washington today. 


They realize that a whole new 
body of Administrative Law is being 
forced on the people, not by their 
elected representatives, but by ap- 
pointed chiefs of bureaus and com- 
missions, in whose selection the 
voters had no choice and over whose 
actions they exercise no control. 


In recent years those citizens have 
observed a constantly increasing 
number of examples of extrava- 
gance, arrogance and interference 
with individual rights on the part 
of Bureaucrats who assumed, or to 
whom Congress delegated, powers 
vested only in the people or their 
elected representatives. 

Today they see the growing threat 
of Administrative Law supplanting, 
unless checked, our entire American 
system of legislation—and with it 
our contitutional form of govern- 
ment. 

Bureaucracy and democracy can- 
not continue to exist side by side. 
One or the other must yield. Whether 
or not we shall surrender govern- 
ment by the people for government 
by Bureaucrats is for us to deter- 
mine. 

As heirs of the patriots who waged 
a long and bitter war for the right 
to make their own laws, our decisior 
should not be a difficult one.

Traffic safety recommendations

the California Safety Council in 
San Francisco yesterday as part 
of its “life-saving” program. 

Safety proposals advanced by 
the State Safety Council for im- 
mediate adoption, after consulta- 
tions had with traffic engineers, 
enforcement officers, and other in- 
terested groups, embrace the fol- 
lowing points: 

1. More exacting regulations 
| governing examinations of appli- 
cants for ariver’s licenses to de- 
| termine physical and mental com- 
| petency of all potential operators, 
| under administration or State Mo- 
| tor Vehicle Department; 
| 2. Fingerprinting and photo- 
' graphing of each person to whom 
a driver’s license is issued in order 
|to provide for identification of 
| those authorized to operate motor 
| vehicles upon our, public high- 
| ways; 

3. Mandatory impounding of 
driver’s license or driver’s motor 
vehicle, or both, for increasingly 
extended periods, after repeated 
conviction for driving while under 
the influence of liquor, or of reck- 
less driving whjch results in in- 
jury or death to another. This to 
be accompanied with mandatory 
penalties involving imprisonment 
for driving a motor vehicle during 
the period the driver’s license 1s 


revoked or suspended; 

4. Increased and adequate traf- 
fic patrol personnel for enforce- 
ment of all traffic regulations, 
both in cities and elsewhere, thus 
providing for impartial and rigor- 
ous enforcement of regulations 
governing operation of commercial 
vehicles as may be nectssary lv 
make highways safer for ordin- 
ary automobile traffic; 

5. Institution of a vigorous 
statewise campaign to prohibit 
“tag-fixing” everywhere, since ex- 
istence of this deplorable condi- 
tion militates against respect for 
and enforcement of law; 

6. Adequate marking, signing 
and illumination of dangerous in- 
tersections, curv’ cross- 
ings, underpass¢ 
trian safety zones and hazardous 
obstructions; 

7. Erection of raised concrete 
safety zones wherever they would 
give added safety to pedestrians 
or the erection in front of safety 
zones of large concrete slabs car- 
rying large red reflectors that 
would wan and protect/ motor ve- 
hicle drivers in night driving; 

8. Standardization of signs, 
types of control equipment and 
control methods in interest of 
added uniformity; 

9. Continuous instruction of ad- 
ults by motion pictures and ra- 
dio, and young people in the

blockade, the Association cited in- 
formation from the A.A.A. club in 
Denver stating that “quite a num- 
ber of prospective 
bound motorists are anxiously in- 
quiring about the border difficul- 
ties experienced by visitors enter- 
ine California.”

The Automobile Association an- 
nounced that it is not only mak- 
ing prompt replies to all inquiries 
from individual motor clubs but 
has sent a complete statement of 
the situation to American Auto- 
mobile Association headquarters 
at Washington, D.C. for transmit- 
tal to all affiliated A.A.A. clubs 
I in the United States and Canada. 
This information, it was pointed 
out, emphasizes that bona fide 
motor tourists traveling to Cali- 
fornia are in no way affected by 
police activities at the borders. 

This clarifying report, it was 
stated, is being circulated to the 


hundreds of A.A.A. clubs which 
plan trips for hundreds of thous- 
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ands of motor touring parties an- 
nually. 

Commenting upon the necessity 
for overcoming the misunder- 
standing, the Association state- 
ment cited the fact that tourist 
travel is one of the major sources 
of income for California and that 
any deterrent to such travel 
would affect many lines of busi- 
ness.
